School based dental services: 
Help or Hindrance?

In an effort to increase 
school-aged children’s dental 
health care, a mobile dental 
clinic offers basic services, 
such as cleanings, applying 
sealants, and diagnosing prob¬ 
lems. But one local dentist 
questions whether the services 
offered are enough to provide 
for kids’ total oral health. 

Cumberland Family Medi¬ 
cal Center, a federally qualified 
health center in Burkesville 
providing services in 11 coun¬ 
ties in central Kentucky, has a 
40-foot, state-of-the-art mobile 
dental clinic — nicknamed 
“Wellness on Wheels” (WOW) 
— that visits schools twice a 
year in Casey, Adair, Clinton, 
Cumberland, Hart, Russell, and 
Wayne counties, seeing nearly 
5,500 patients, said Tracy R. 
Antle, Operating Officer for 
CFMC in Burkesville. 

These visits are in collabora¬ 
tion with Family Resource and 
Youth Services Center Coordi¬ 
nators in local schools. 

“Although we will see any 
child with parental permis¬ 
sion, we provide a preventive 
dental program that is designed 
to reach children who are not 


otherwise receiving dental ser¬ 
vices from a regular, family 
dentist,” Antle said. 

WOW visit 

WOW has a licensed Ken¬ 
tucky dentist, Dr. Laura Scott, 
who’s also a native of Casey 
County. Scott sees about 750 
students in the five Casey 
County schools each year, 
said Shelley Wesley, Family 
Resource and Youth Services 
Center Coordinator at Walnut 
Hill Elementary School. 

Scott offers a visual screen¬ 
ing, cleaning, fluoride treat¬ 
ment, and sealants if needed, 
Antle said. 

Parents who give permission 
for the service agree for the 
visit to be filed on Medicaid or 
they can pay a $10 fee, Antle 
said. 

However, if a child isn’t on 
Medicaid or cannot pay the 
$10, he isn’t turned away, An¬ 
tle said. 

Also, at the end of each visit, 
the student receives a tooth¬ 
brush, toothpaste, dental floss, 
and other oral health supplies 
to take home. Both the school 
resource staff and the parent 
receive a Dental Report Card, 
which documents any findings 
resulting from the visit, Antle 


said. 

If any irregularities, decay, 
or other dental needs are found, 
the school and parents are 
urged to seek further treatment 
from a local or family dentist, 
Antle said. 

“Our goal is not to take the 
place of the child’s regular den¬ 
tist,” Scott said. “We want to 
catch problems early in chil¬ 
dren who do not receive regu¬ 
lar care and help them establish 
a dental home with a local den¬ 
tist from whom they can con¬ 
tinue to seek care throughout 
their life.” 

Antle said that although 
WOW is set up and equipped 
to provide any primary care 
and dental need that could be 
provided in a regular office 
setting, Scott and her staff do 
not offer restorative services 
including x-rays, fillings, and 
extractions. 

“We choose not to use those 
options in an effort to help stu¬ 
dents and families seek care 
from a local dentist for life¬ 
long care,” Antle said. “In this 
sense, we are not competing 
with local oral health providers 
but are seeking to compliment 
the great work they already

City council, 
mayor seek 
same goals 
for 2013-14 

Council begins new term

Liberty’s mayor and city council are on 
the same page when it comes to looking 
out for the city this term. 

The six-member city council started 
a new two- 
year term 
this month 
when five 
incumbents, 

Brian Beeler, 

Larry Bow- 
mer, Ste¬ 
ven Brown, 

Mitchell 
Phillips, and 
BradVaughn, 
were joined 
by new¬ 
comer Andy 
Lawhorn. 

After be¬ 
ing presented 
with a list of 
concerns at the beginning of the last term 
(January 2011), Mayor Steve Sweeney 
now feels that he and the council are 
working toward the same goals. 

“I think we have a more open dialogue 
and I think that’s the key to a continued 
good relationship that we presently have,” 
Sweeney said. “I’ve tried to do some of 
the things I thought were reasonable and 
the things I thought were unreasonable I 
haven’t tried to do. I don’t think they’re 
upset about it. We’ve tried to be objective 
and look at how we are running the city.” 

In 2011, the council, through spokes¬ 
person and council member Brad Vaughn, 
said that they wanted more input and in¬ 
formation regarding city operation. 

“I think we are being very open and 
honest, and always have been,” Sweeney 
said, reflecting on the meeting two years 
ago. “I call and talk to them. I’ve tried 
to be forthcoming; I think that’s an area I 
can improve in and I think I have. I want 
them to be informed.” 

Both Sweeney and Vaughn agree that 
communication between the mayor and 
council has improved. 

“I think communication is better now 
than it was a couple years ago,” Vaughn 
said, adding that the council and mayor 
are working well together. 

“Working against each other is defi¬ 
nitely not the right way to go,” Vaughn 
said. “We know we can get information if 
we need it. We are trying to work together 
and be unified.” 

Among the list of concerns in 2011 was 
the request for a financial recap at every 
regular council meeting.

It looks to be another 
eventful year for the Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky AG/EXPO 
Center in Liberty. 

“We are filling up the 
calendar very quickly for 
2013,” said Center Direc¬ 
tor Jennifer Harsey. 

The center currently has 
42 events booked for the 
large covered arena. 

“That doesn’t include 
monthly chamber banquets 
and smaller events that 
happen in the Pork Produc¬ 
ers Building,” she said. 

Several more events are 
pending. 

“We are in talks with 
new groups that have never 
been here before,” she said, 
adding that one possibility 
is a monster truck event. 

Harsey also highlighted 
several events that are al¬ 
ready booked for this year. 

“We have a big go kart 
race the first weekend in 
March, our fair in June, and 


then we have the National 
Pole Bending Association’s 
national championship near 
the end of June,” she said. 

The schedule is sure to 
have something for every 
member of the family. 

“There is a lot of vari¬ 
ety — different types of 
equine events, truck and 
tractor pulls, go karts, and 
4H camp,” she said. “We 
work with the city when 
we do the Cabin Fever 5K 
Run and we have retail 
sales with Ladies Day Out 
and Spring Fling.” 

There are also annual 
events that are always big 
hits, such as the Farm Bu¬ 
reau truck pull and 127 
Yard Sale, both in August. 

The Ag/Expo Center 
wrapped up 2012 with 
about 46 events, said Har¬ 
sey, who joined the center 
as director in late 2011. 

“It was busy and I spent 
last year learning the new 
organizations and continu¬ 
ing to book for the future,” 
she said. “I was pleased 


with last year but I’d like to 
see this year do better.” 

One event Harsey is 
excited about for 2013 is 
a miniature and Shetland 
pony show in May that 
could end up being a recur¬ 
ring event. 

Equine events are a big 
draw for the center, she 
said. Absent last year, but 
making a comeback in 


2013, will be the Kentucky 
High School and Junior 
High School rodeos. 

“I’m hoping that eco¬ 
nomic conditions improve 
this year because the horse 
industry has been hurt by 
it and it’s the bulk of our 
summer events,” Harsey 
said.

“It’s going to be a busy 
year and we are really look¬ 
ing forward to it,” Harsey 
said.

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Proposals to protect kids sane 


Seems like this is one 
topic that just isn’t go¬ 
ing to go away. Since the 
horrific school shootings 
at Newtown, seems like 
everybody is weighing in 
with opinions on how to 
best protect the nation’s 
school kids. 

President Obama took to 
the airways this past week 
with his take on the situa¬ 
tion, calling for tightening 
of background checks on 
gun purchases and banning 
high-capacity magazines, 
among others. 

The National Rifle As¬ 
sociation also let its voice 
be heard, saying that any 
gun bans are infringing 
on American’s Second 
Amendment rights to keep 
and bear arms. 

And now, members of 
Kentucky’s congressional 
delegation have waded into 
the pool of public opinion. 

As I’ve said before, I’m 
a proponent and supporter 
of the Second Amend¬ 
ment, especially when it 
comes to hunting and hav¬ 
ing a firearm for personal 
protection. 

However, Kentucky Sen. 
Rand Paul, of Bowling 
Green, hasn’t pulled any 
punches when expressing 
his opinion. 

Paul said on Thursday 
that despite the risk of oc¬ 
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casional accidents, he fa¬ 
vors arming teachers and 
principals. 

“If my kids were at that 
school, I would have pre¬ 
ferred that the teacher had 
concealed-carry and had 
a gun in her desk,” said 
Paul, speaking in Oldham 
County. 

“Is it perfect? No. Would 
they always get the killer? 
No. Would an accident 
sometimes happen in a 
melee? Maybe,” he said. 
“But nobody (at the Con¬ 
necticut school) had any 
defense, and he just kept 
shooting until he was tired 
and he decided to shoot 
himself.” 

The federal Gun-Free 
School Zones Act per¬ 
mits an extremely limited 
number of people to carry 
weapons on school prop¬ 
erty. 

And Kentucky’s new¬ 
est congressman, Thomas 
Massie, from Northern 
Kentucky’s 4th District, is 
seeking to repeal federal 
laws that ban guns from 


school zones. 

State legislators are 
holding hearings to assess 
how experts and others 
see the whole situation. 

According to news 
sources, law enforcement 
officials are saying that 
they believe arming teach¬ 
ers isn’t a good idea. 

Alex Payne, a retired 
Kentucky State Police ser¬ 
geant, testified that teach¬ 
ers are much more effec¬ 
tive at protecting students 
by implementing lock- 
down procedures rather 
than using a gun. 

“To throw teachers into 
a position of having to as¬ 
sume that duty on top of 
the immense duties they 
already have, to me would 
serve no purpose,” he said. 
“It would endanger those 
people around them.” 

However, at least one 
state lawmaker said that 
he favors arming certain 
school personnel, such as 
principals. 

“They are the first line 
of defense, and they are 
the manager, the CEO, of 
that school,” he said, stat¬ 
ing that an armed principal 
could have likely stopped 
the Newtown shooting. 

Others have suggested 
hiring retired law enforce¬ 
ment officers as substitute 
teachers, which would be 


and scary 

more cost effective than 
having full time law en¬ 
forcement officers in each 
of the five schools in Casey 
County. 

While that would be 
ideal, it ain’t gonna hap¬ 
pen until Congress turns 
the money tap back on 
and poor communities like 
ours can hire additional of¬ 
ficers. 

And the money might 
come from turning the 
foreign aid tap down to a 
trickle, an idea also advo¬ 
cated by Sen. Paul. 

I heard a news report 
where the U.S. government 
spent $500 million train¬ 
ing government troops in 
the west African nation of 
Mali, only to see many of 
these troops join the op¬ 
position in the bid to take 
over the country. 

I have been to Timbuktu 
in Mali and I sure couldn’t 
see anything there worth 
defending militarily, espe¬ 
cially to the tune of half-a- 
billion dollars. 

How many school re¬ 
source officers would that 
money hire? And the ex¬ 
ample in Mali is just one 
among many. 

Protecting children 
should be our main prior¬ 
ity and maybe it’s time 
we start taking care of our 
own. 
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Are dogs a priceless possession? 


I’m an animal lover and 
particularly more fond 
of dogs when it comes to 
common household pets, 
which is why a recent case 
being heard by the Texas 
Supreme Court touched 
base with me. 

A couple’s labrador 
named Avery ran away 
from home in 2009 and 
was mistakenly euthanized 
by an animal shelter. 

The supreme court is 
now facing the decision 
of whether or not grieving 
dog owners should be able 
to sue for the “emotional 
value” of their dog. 

I personally think there 
is no price tag that could 
be set for my two dogs and 
I don’t really see any good 
coming from being able to 
sue for the mental anguish 
from the loss of a dog when 
under state law it’s current¬ 
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ly only an option available 
for the death of a parent, 
spouse or child. 

Now I definitely know 
there are some people who 
consider their pets their 
children —- including my¬ 
self. 

I often answer, “No, but 
two dogs who are pretty 
much our kids,” when peo¬ 
ple ask if my husband and 
I have children. I’ll admit, 
I even occasionally refer to 
them as “kids.” 

The couple’s lawyer is 
trying to say that since dogs 
are considered property in 
Texas, why shouldn’t they 
be included with other irre¬ 


placeable objects that can 
be insured. 

This has obviously raised 
questions about what kind 
of far reaching effects it 
would have to raise dogs 
up to that standing. What 
would happen to someone 
who accidently ran over a 
dog on their way to work? 
This happened to me last 
year. The accident was 
very upsetting, but what if, 
to top it all off, I had been 
sued for it? And what about 
the implications a change 
in the law would have for 
veterinarians? 

What happened to the 
Texas couple and their dog 
Avery was every dog own¬ 
er’s nightmare. It makes me 
want to go home now and 
make sure my dogs’ col¬ 
lars are on with their name 
tags and to immediately go 
get them micro-chipped. 


But even in this case, it 
wouldn’t have helped. 

Avery was accidently 
euthanized even with a 
“hold for owner” sign on 
her cage. The couple had 
actually been at the shelter 
and had to go back home 
to get $80 for the fee to 
claim her. By the time they 
returned, the dog had been 
put down. 

Now I know that if any¬ 
thing like this ever happens 
to me, I won’t leave my 
dog’s side as my husband 
goes to get money, identi¬ 
fication, etc. needed to take 
our dog home. 

I am anxious to see what 
the Texas Supreme Court 
decides. 

As pet owners, we can 
only do all that we can to 
help ensure our pets are 
kept safely at home and 
easily ID’d.

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Casey County school board gets FY14 draft budget

In times of broadening 
economic turmoil, prepar¬ 
ing a budget for a school 
district is always a chal¬ 
lenging endeavor. And the 
new draft budget for Fiscal 
Year 2014 for the Casey 
County School District is 
no exception. 

Deena Randolph, Direc¬ 
tor of District Wide Ser¬ 
vices, told Casey County 
Board of Education mem¬ 
bers on Jan. 14 that the 
FY14 budget appropria¬ 
tion total is virtually un¬ 
changed — down about 
$500,000 — from this 
year’s budget appropria¬ 
tion of $20.5 million. 

But while Randolph can 
more accurately estimate 


revenue from taxes and 
state funding, there are a 
lot of unknowns on grants 
in the draft budget. 

“I have prepared this 
budget based on the as¬ 
sumption that most of the 
grants continue at their 
current funding levels,” 
she said. 

As is her custom, Ran¬ 
dolph prepared a docu¬ 
ment for board members 
that highlights areas of 
the budget for the coming 
year. 

Several programs re¬ 
ceive grant funding, in¬ 
cluding Read to Achieve, 
Teacher Quality Grant, a 
portion of the Gifted and 
Talented teacher’s salary, 
and salaries for four Fam¬ 
ily Resource and Youth 
Services Center personnel, 


and also for the 21st Cen¬ 
tury program salaries. 

In the draft budget: 

■ No pay raises, except 
for Certified and Classi¬ 
fied step raises. 

■ A $300,000 cut in 
state SEEK funding based 
on average daily atten¬ 
dance. 

■ Possibly cutting nine 
staff positions at the el¬ 
ementary school level, 
due to combining the Art 
and Music teachers, and 
re-allocating the itiner¬ 
ant PE teacher, as well as 
eliminating the assistant 
principal positions and 
board paid positions. In 
addition, due to declin¬ 
ing enrollment, there may 
also be cuts in the Special 


Education department. El¬ 
ementary counselors at the 
elementary schools have 
also been cut to half-time. 

■ $200,000 for capi¬ 
tal maintenance needs 
at Casey County High 
School, $200,000 at 
Casey Middle School, and 
$100,000 at Liberty El¬ 
ementary School. 

■ $18,000 for a School 
Resource Officer and 
$15,000 for drug testing. 

■ $250,000 for three 
new buses and $400,000 
for diesel fuel. 

■ The contingency fund 
is $1.5 million, or 7.9 per¬ 
cent. 

■ $10,000 for textbooks 
at each of the elementary 
schools, while CCMS 
and CCHS will each get 
$5,000. 


Randolph said that she 
should be able to offer a 
more concrete idea of the 
new budget in the tenta¬ 
tive budget in May. 

In other business, the 
Board: 

■ Heard Superintendent 
Linda Hatter report on the 
following personnel ac¬ 
tions: 

Employ the follow¬ 
ing substitutes — Dennis 
Bryant and T. J. Hayes as 
bus drivers, Melissa Baez 
and Beverly McAninch as 
cooks, Heather Yaden as a 
bus monitor, Gale Brown 
as a janitor, Courtney Mc¬ 
Donald as an instructional 
assistant, and Chris Car¬ 
man as a teacher. 

The Board also accepted 


the following resigna¬ 
tions: Glen Pittman as a 
bus driver, Patsy Tarter as 
a cook, Pam Cochran as 
an instructional assistant, 
Bobby Mullins as a substi¬ 
tute teacher, and Amanda 
Hatter as CCMS cross 
country/assistant track 
coach.

■ Continued from front 
provide,” she said. 

Not complete care 

Dr. Michele Beeler, a 
Casey County native who’s 
practiced dentistry in Lib¬ 
erty for 18 years, said the 
mobile clinic, while good, 
doesn’t do enough. 

“Comprehensive oral 
care involves an exam, an 
x-ray, cleaning, and any 
fillings or extractions,” 
Beeler said. 

Also, Beeler said that 
the mobile van doesn’t 
foster a sense of trust that 
she seeks to build with 
patients from the time 
they’re kids. 

“A 1-year-old should 
make his first visit to a 
dentist and then every six 
months after that,” she 
said. 

And during that initial 
visit, Beeler said she starts 
to build a relationship with 
the child that carries into 
adulthood. 

“They trust me and 
they’re not afraid of going 
to the dentist,” she said, 
adding that unlike the mo¬ 
bile clinic, she’s on call 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week for her patients. 

“I get called at home all 
the time. When I’m on va¬ 
cation, I call another den¬ 
tist in Danville or one of 
my friends and ask, 4 Do 
you mind covering for me 
next week?”’ Beeler said. 

Additionally, Beeler said 
that because the majority 
of the kids seen by WOW 
are Medicaid patients, if a 
student needs a filling or 
an extraction, she cannot 
bill for it because Medic¬ 
aid can only be billed ev¬ 
ery six months. 

However, Beeler is ada¬ 
mant that the issue goes 
far beyond being able to 
bill for her services. Beel¬ 
er said that she often sees 
many of these dental clinic 
follow-up visits for fillings 
or extractions for free. 

At the heart of the issue 
for Beeler is total dental 
care for students, which 
she says they aren’t get¬ 
ting with WOW. 

“There are my kids and 
they’re not getting the care 
they need,” Beeler said.

“We’re giving them a 
check register and they can 
read every check, every ex¬ 
penditure,” Sweeney said, 
adding that he knew the 
council did not receive one 
this month and would make 
sure they all had a copy at 
February’s meeting.

KDA agrees 

Terry Norris, president 
of the Kentucky Dental 
Association in Louisville, 
echoes what Beeler said. 

“I don’t think this is a 
good idea,” Norris said, 
referring to WOW. “They 
should be prepared to do 
comprehensive dental 
care.” 

If a dentist saw a visible 
cavity, then comprehen¬ 
sive care would take care 
of it, he said. 

Norris also said that 
WOW billing Medicaid for 
a student without offering 
total, comprehensive care, 
limits a dentist’s ability to 
get paid for filling a cavity 
or pulling a tooth. 

“Once a child gets to a 
dentist, she has to have an¬ 
other exam and x-ray, and 
Medicaid will only pay for 
the first visit,” he said. 

Medicaid 

Beeler said 60 percent of 
her patients are on Medic¬ 
aid and 80 percent of kids 
she treats are on Medicaid 
or on the Kentucky Chil¬ 
dren’s Health Insurance 
Program, or KCHIP. 

“People think we’re get¬ 
ting rich. Medicaid reim¬ 
burses about 50 percent of 
our regular fee and begin¬ 
ning March 1, it’s going to 
decrease another 10 per¬ 
cent,” she said. 

Also, during the 18 years 
she’s practiced, Medicaid 
has paid the same rate, 
Beeler said. 

And that’s one reason 
why many dentists are un¬ 
willing to see Medicaid or 
KCHIP patients, accord¬ 
ing to the 2011 Kids Count 
Data, a comprehensive re¬ 
port on children’s health in 
Kentucky. 

“This low reimburse¬ 
ment rate, combined with 
high rates of no-shows for 
appointments and waiting 
for long periods of time 
to receive reimbursement 
checks, cause many den¬ 
tal providers not to serve 
Medicaid patients,” the re¬ 
port states. 

In 2011, only 47 per¬ 
cent of Kentucky’s 2,505 
licensed dentists accepted 
Medicaid patients. 

The report recommends 
that the state of Kentucky

Sweeney said that he has 
two main objectives with 
the new two-year term with 
city council, which are the 
remaining two years of his 
fourth consecutive four- 
year term as mayor.

increase reimbursement 
rates and reduce adminis¬ 
trative burdens which will 
increase Medicaid partici¬ 
pation among dentists, as 
has been shown in other 
states. 

Mobile model 

Dr. Raynor Mullins, an 
associate professor in Pub¬ 
lic Health Dentistry at the 
University of Kentucky 
who served as a consul¬ 
tant for CFMC’s WOW, is 
a proponent of the mobile 
dental van model. 

“Oral health problems 
are one of the biggest 
problems that our school 
children face, particularly 
in rural counties,” Mullins 
said. 

Mullins said that he and 
his colleagues at UK have 
worked with a number of 
outreach models in schools 
to reach children with pre¬ 
ventative services such as 
fluorides and sealants and 
other public health mea¬ 
sures as recommended by 
the Centers for Disease 
Control. 

“We found it’s an excel¬ 
lent way to reach a lot of 
children who do not visit a 
dentist regularly. Evidence 
suggests that if you reach 
out to under-served popu¬ 
lations you can improve 
their access to dental care 
and availability,” Mullins 


effort to try to raise funds 
locally and that’s going to 
be very difficult without 
the grant funding that we 
so desperately need.”

While Mullins admit¬ 
ted that some mobile units 
don’t offer comprehensive 
services, he’s not ready to 
discount what WOW is of¬ 
fering in terms of dental 
services. 

“There’s tremendous 
value in taking prevention 
to these children and also 
trying to encourage them 
to find a regular dentist,” 
he said. 

Local care 

Still, Beeler maintains 
that there’s no need to 
bring in WOW when she’s 
already in the county. 

As an example of her 
willingness to treat school 
aged children, Beeler said 
that she’s already offering 
care to pre-school students 
through the Casey County 
Head Start program. 

The Kentucky legisla¬ 
ture passed a law in 2008 
that mandates children re¬ 
ceive a dental exam before 
entering school. 

In addition, Beeler 
points to the financial sup¬ 
port that she gives to local 
schools and programs. 

“I give money to boost¬ 
ers all the time and when 


residents Laura and Tracy 
Hebrock renting and reno¬ 
vating the former Kentuck¬ 
ian theater on Hustonville 
Street. 

Sweeney reported at the 
January city council meet¬ 
ing that the Hebrocks hope 
to have it open by April. 

While Sweeney recog¬ 
nizes that it’s important to 
develop downtown, he un¬ 
derstands it’s important to 
keep some aspects of Lib¬ 
erty the same. 

“I hope we can main¬ 
tain some semblance of 
the beauty and quietness 
of Liberty — it’s a thing to 
really treasure but we also 
want people to make good 
livings,” he said. “We want 
more jobs but you don’t 
want to have more jobs at 
the expense of destroying 
what we have here as far 
as a beautiful little town. I 
think there’s a fine line to 
walk.”

Teresa Ann Johnson, 
M.D., an internal medicine 
physician who specialized 
in emergency medicine, 
passed away in the comfort 
of her home on Friday, Jan. 
18, 2013. She was 53. 

Known affectionately as 
“Doctor J” in the Lexing¬ 
ton, Danville, and Stanford 
communities of Kentucky, 
Dr. Johnson was well loved 
and respected by both pa¬ 
tients and healthcare pro¬ 
fessionals alike who credit 
her skills as a physician 
for saving countless lives 
throughout the course of 
her career. 

During the last several 
years, Dr. Johnson spent 
some of her time residing 
in Fort Myers Beach, Fla., 
where she led a fairly active 
lifestyle despite developing 
restrictions of a connec¬ 
tive tissue disease that ulti¬ 
mately would lay claim to 
her life. 

Dr. Johnson developed a 
passion for travel and the 
great outdoors at an early 
age.

New animal shelter dedicated 

TAYLOR COUNTY (Campbellsville) 

— Taylor County Animal Shelter dedicated 
its new building on Jan. 15. The building, 
paid for with a $150,000 grant, adds 22 
puppy cages, 22 cat cages, a space to house 
kittens and an outside mn of cages to help 
the shelter house stray animals from Taylor, 
Green, Casey, Russell and LaRue counties. 
The ceremony officially opened the building 
and also dedicated it in memory of the late 
Margaret Nelson, who lived in Campbells¬ 
ville and died in October. 

Taylor County Judge/Executive Eddie 
Rogers told a crowd of people gathered to 
dedicate the building that Nelson created a 
will in 2000 that donated money to several 
charities and causes, including the animal 
shelter. “Margaret’s desire was to make 
sure that the animals in our area were taken 
care of,” he said. Rogers said Nelson gave 
the shelter $44,939.83 in her will. And be¬ 
cause of the donation, he said, he and Taylor 
County Animal Shelter Director John Harris 
thought the building should be dedicated to 
her. “This is the people that are dedicated to 
the animals of Taylor County,” Rogers told 
Nelson’s husband, Richard “Dick” Nelson, 
who attended the dedication. The first cat 
housed at the new shelter was named Marga¬ 
ret, Rogers said, and will have a home there 
until she wants to leave. Mr. Nelson held the 
cat during the ceremony. The new building, 
which contains 4,400 square feet, is built just 
up the hill from the current shelter. It has a re¬ 
ception area, an office, a kitchen and laundry 
area, rooms to house animals and inside and 
outside large animal cages. The current shel¬ 
ter, which was built in 1986, offers 76 inside 
and 86 outside dog cages and an area with 19 
cages to house cats.

“It’s Del 
McCouiy’s band minus Del,” said Brad Lan- 
ham, president of the Kentucky Fellowship 
of Musicians, which has hosted the kickoff 
since its inception in 2006. The kickoff will 
be held Friday, Jan. 25, and Saturday, Jan. 26, 
at Marion County High School. The Heart of 
Kentucky Quilt Show will be held in con¬ 
junction with the bluegrass festival on Satur¬ 
day morning at the high school. The doors 
will open at 6 p.m. Jan. 25 for the Friday eve¬ 
ning show. This will include performances 
by Dix River Crossing, Marion County’s 
own Honeysuckle String Band, Bluegrass 
Express and the return of Flatt Lonesome. 
Gary “Biscuit” Davis, who has been part of 
the festival since the beginning, is also back. 
Davis won the National Banjo Champion¬ 
ship for the fourth time in 2012. 

He will be playing with Roy Curry, the 
three-time national flat-picking champion. 
Davis and Curry will play both Friday and 
Saturday evening. Admission to Friday eve¬ 
ning’s performances are $10 for anyone 12 
and older. Children 11 and under are admit¬ 
ted free.

Repair of Wolf Creek Dam 
expected to be done by spring 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) — 

Officials are making plans to raise the water 
level in Lake Cumberland to near normal this 
summer, buoying hopes for increased visita¬ 
tion after six tourist seasons of below-normal 
water levels because of leaks at Wolf Creek 
Dam. The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers an¬ 
nounced Jan. 17 that a contractor is on target 
to finish a massive repair project on the dam 
by spring. The Corps had earlier estimated it 
would take until December 2013 to finish the 
$594 million project, meaning the lake level 
wouldn’t return to normal until the summer 
of 2014. With work ahead of schedule, the 
.Corps is making plans to raise the lake level 


this summer, the agency said. Still, no final 
decision about raising the lake level will be 
made until after the agency and outside ex¬ 
perts review whether the repairs have stabi¬ 
lized the dam, according to the Corps. The 
announcement was welcome news for busi¬ 
nesses that depend on the giant lake, which 
generates millions of “visitor days” a year as 
3ie centerpiece of the regional tourism econ¬ 
omy. “It’s the beginning of the recovery,” 
said J.D. Hamilton, owner of Lee’s Ford 
Marina Resort in Pulaski County. “It starts to 
bring the lake back to the lake we all knew.” 
The Corps, which operates the 101-mile long 
lake, made an emergency decision in January 
2007 to quickly lower the water level after 
engineers said the dam was at high risk for 
failure. 

Arming teachers a bad idea 
according to experts 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) — 

Giving guns to teachers and principals to 
prevent school shootings is not a good idea, 
a bevy of school safety experts, retired police 
officers and teachers told a special legislative 
committee Jan. 17. Instead, Kentucky should 
consider putting trained police and more 
school resource officers in its 1,245 schools, 
they told the committee. House Speaker 
Greg Stumbo, D-Prestonsburg, announced 
the creation of the subcommittee on school 
safety issues Thursday morning. The legis¬ 
lative panel held its first meeting Thursday 
afternoon. State Rep. Richard Henderson, 
who is chairman of the new subcommittee, 
has filed legislation to make the subcom¬ 
mittee permanent. Henderson, D-Jefferson- 
ville, said the committee will study safety 
measures already in place and figure out 
ways to improve those standards statewide. 
“We are not here to push a certain agenda,” 
he said. Mark Filbum, a retired Louisville 
Metro Police officer, and Alex Payne, a re¬ 
tired Kentucky State Police sergeant, told the 
committee that many schools are not taking 
basic precautions to protect students, such 
as locking all outside doors. Some do lock 
their doors, Filbum said, but “others are wide 
open.” Schools should have video surveil¬ 
lance on the outside of their buildings and in 
parking lots so they can monitor people be¬ 
fore they are granted entrance to a building, 
he said. Filbum and Payne also said teachers 
and principals should not be armed because 
they are not trained law enforcement. They 
recommended placing police officers or re¬ 
tired police officers for eveiy school build¬ 
ing. 

Speaking in Frankfort, Paul 
vows to fight gun limits 

FRANKLIN COUNTY (Frankfort) 

— U.S. Sen. Rand Paul told a packed room 
Jan. 16 in the Capital Plaza Hotel that he 
would oppose any effort by President Barack 
Obama to “usurp the Second Amendment” 
through executive order. “I would fight that 
with every bone in my body,” Paul, R-Ky., 
told members of the Frankfort Rotary Club. 
Obama signed 23 executive orders in the 
wake of the Newtown, Conn., massacre 
and other recent shootings. He also said he 
planned to push for legislation to ban assault 
weapons, limit high-capacity magazines and 
expand background checks. 

The orders include addressing legal barri¬ 
ers to state background checks and clarifying 
that the Affordable Care Act does not pro¬ 
hibit doctors from asking patients about guns 
in their homes. 

Paul said he had not yet read the orders 
and would only oppose them if they were ef¬ 
forts to create new laws without the approval 
of Congress - something he said would be 
“abhorrent to the Constitution.” 

He stressed a strict reading of the Second 
Amendment. “It says you have the right to 
bear arms,” Paul said. “It doesn’t say you 
have the right to bear arms that shoot five 
bullets and not six bullets.” 

Paul said certain gun control restrictions 
could be permissible, but he said limitations 
would increase prices, allowing the rich to 
buy guns to defend themselves but not the 
poor. He said he didn’t think armed guards 
were necessary at every elementary school 
but said he would feel safer if principals and 
teachers had concealed weapons. “We’re still 
going to have horrible tragedies.. .but we 
have a lot of tragedies going on, and I don’t 
think we should give up our rights from our 
Second Amendment,” he said.

The Farm and Ranch 
Lands Protection Program 
(FRPP) is a voluntary 
program administered by 
USDA Natural Resourc- 
Conservation Service 


es 


(NRCS). The purpose of 
the program is to protect 
agricultural lands by limit¬ 
ing non-agricultural uses. 

NRCS does not accept 
FRPP applications directly 
from individual landown¬ 
ers. Only eligible entities 
may submit applications; 
interested landowners must 
work through an eligible en¬ 
tity to participate in FRPP. 
An eligible entity includes 
any state or local unit of 
government, or qualified 
non-profit organization that 
can demonstrate: commit¬ 
ment to long-term conser¬ 
vation of agricultural lands, 
a capability to acquire, 
manage, and enforce ease¬ 
ments, sufficient staff dedi¬ 
cated to monitoring and 
easement stewardship, and 
the availability of matching 
funds. 

FRPP can provide up 
to fifty percent of the ap¬ 
praised fair market value of 
the conservation easement. 
The eligible entity is re¬ 
sponsible for the matching 
funds, securing an apprais¬ 
al, survey, and title search; 
preparing the conserva¬ 


tion easement deed, and 
paying closing costs. The 
entity will arrange for the 
purchase of development 
rights through conservation 
easements on private lands. 
The entity holds and man¬ 
ages these conservation 
easements in perpetuity. 

Application must be 
made by the eligible enti¬ 
ties to the NRCS state of¬ 
fice. Each state has applica¬ 
tion requirements specific 
to the state. The individual 
parcels will be evaluated 
for eligibility and quality 
and the highest quality par¬ 
cels for which the NRCS 
state office has funding will 
be selected. For additional 
information or an applica¬ 
tion package please visit 
www.ky.nrcs.usda.gov/ 
programs/2013FRPP/in- 
dex.html.

While most legislative ses 
sions are often remembered 
for one or two major accom¬ 
plishments, there are always 
other new laws that may not 
be as publicized but are im¬ 
portant as well in their own 
right. 

The highlight of last year, 
outside of the budget, was the 
work the General Assembly 
did to crack down on illegal 
dmg use. But the House and 
Senate also made it much 
tougher for copper thieves 
to make a quick buck, kept 
businesses from losing a siz¬ 
able federal tax credit tied to 
the unemployment insurance 
fund and gave schools the 
ability to take tmly innovative 
steps in the classroom. 

Time may be short this 
year because the session will 
only last for 30 instead of 60 
days, but there have already 
been numerous bills filed that 
could be easily added to this 
list. 

Several of those promote 
safety, especially when it 
comes to our schools. House 
Bill 135, for example, would 
create the School and Student 
Safety Review Subcommittee 
as part of the Legislative Re¬ 
search Commission, which is 
the General Assembly’s ad¬ 
ministrative arm. 

On Thursday, a special 
House committee modeled 
after this legislation held its 
first meeting, which featured 
a welcome dialog from Lou¬ 
isville and Kentucky State 
Police officers as well as the 
director of the Kentucky Cen¬ 
ter for School Safety. While 
we wait for this committee to 
become permanent, this ap¬ 
proach gives us a head start 
on an issue that every state is 
confronting after last month’s 
tragedy in Newtown, Conn. 

In a related measure, 
House Bill 65 would require 
that all schools report to the 
Dept, of Education each time 
law enforcement is called for 
an incident on their property. 
This could be a valuable tool 
that would give us a better 
statewide picture of the safety 
problems schools may be fac¬ 
ing. 

In other safety measures, 
House Bill 93 would stan¬ 
dardize guidelines for outdoor 
warning systems and require 
training for when they should 
be used; and House Bill 39 
would criminalize intentional 
viewing of child pornogra¬ 
phy, not just possession of the 
material. It’s important that 
we close this loophole. 

As for education legisla¬ 
tion, House Bill 59 would 
set up the possibility of early 
high school graduation for

gifted students who qualify 
— a move that would enable 
them to go to college sooner - 
House Bill 16 would establish 
a three-day sales tax holiday 
for school supplies in early 
August; and House Bill 44 
would encourage schools to 
do more to promote healthy 
food choices. 

Economically, House Bill 
119 calls for the state to es¬ 
tablish a preference for iron, 
steel and other products made 
in the United States when a 
new government building is 
built or remodeled. 

House Bill 17 would es¬ 
tablish an angel investor tax 
credit, in an effort to boost 
investment in fledging com¬ 
panies at a time when they 
need it most; and House Bill 
141 would establish a differ¬ 


ent type of tax credit for farm¬ 
ers who donate agricultural 
products to non-profit food 
programs. 

Removing different kinds 
of restrictions is the focus of 
several other bills. House Bill 
18 would stop the prohibition 
against alcoholic beverages 
being sold on Election Day; 
House Bill 70 would give vot¬ 
ers the ability to restore voting 
rights to most non-violent fel¬ 
ons once they complete their 
sentences; and House Bill 97 
would keep employers from 
firing or retaliating against an 
employee who is a crime vic¬ 
tim and takes leave to attend 
proceedings tied to the crime. 

It is too soon, of course, to 
say what will ultimately be¬ 
come law, but as the General 
Assembly considers the ma¬ 
jor issues of the day — from 


tax and public pension reform 
to legislative redistricting — 
it’s important to keep track of 
bills like these as they move 
through the pipeline. 

We will kick this process 
off on Feb. 5th, when my 
legislative colleagues and I 
return to the Capitol for the 
session’s remaining 26 days.

Farm animals can serve as barnyard barometers

If birds are flying close 
to the ground, get ready for 
a snow. If cows are lying 
down in the field, look for 
a rain within the next little 
bit. There are a hundred 
other signs nature gives us. 

Our latest is the beagle 
hound, whom we can ob¬ 
serve by looking out the 
back door. If it is raining, a 
strong cold breeze blowing, 
or just plain cold outside, 
the dog is in his house. 

No use going out to look 
for yourself. If we find the 
dog in his house, we put on 
an extra coat and warm cap 
to go the 100 years to the 
mailbox. 

During the coldest win¬ 
ter of the century in 1917- 
18 we were just 8 years of

age. With us it has been a 
talking piece ever since. 

An 8-year-old may want 
to tell his grandchildren 
about the warm weather 
of 1983, when dandelions 
were peeping out of the 
ground, and we found blue- 
grass in bloom in a slightly 
protected spot under an 
apple tree. 


Where have the flowers 
gone? 

Last week Mrs. B or¬ 
dered two packages of 
seeds which are for wild 
flowers only. Wild flowers 
we used to see growing in 
old fields, many of which 
were quite beautiful. 

There is a milkweed 
which is different from 
the common variety, 
which has a flower about 
as beautiful as any grown 
in homes these days. The 
only place we know where 
they are growing are along 
the ditchline between U.S. 
127 and the baseball field 
at Dunnville. They used to 
grow everywhere. 

We were talking to a cou¬ 
ple of our neighbors this 
fall about the plant, “life 
ever lasting,” also known 
as rabbit tobacco. The three 
of us had not seen a plant in 
several years. It’s the plant 


we boys used to smoke 
when we were small. Not 
that it’s a particularly im¬ 
portant plant in itself, ex¬ 
cept that it seems to be 
gone for good. 

The reason for these 
missing plants is too many 
clean fields with too many 
row crops and pastures. 
Pasture fields are eaten 
down this time of year un¬ 
til the term “sandpapered” 
is used to describe them. 

One seldom flushes small 
birds, as well as larger birds 
like quail, who used to fre¬ 
quent old fields. One of 
the greatest plants to come 
along is 31 fescue which is 
great for preventing ero¬ 
sion and pasture. Cattle 
do well on it, but wildlife 
cannot live on it nor eat it. 
Deer will eat saw briars 
and honey suckle in pref¬ 
erence to fescue. 


Making a salad 

For about 18 months we 
were the family cook, as 
we lived in Louisville in a 
nice apartment with anoth¬ 
er man. We were working 
as a printer and our partner 
was a civil engineer. 

What brought this up 
was the occasion we invit¬ 
ed a couple of girls to have 
supper with us. As a salad 
we split a banana, put on 
a dash of mayonnaise, and 
added some peanuts. Prep¬ 
aration time was about two 
minutes for four plates. 

Those girls laughed their 
little hearts out at our prim¬ 
itive salad, and as late as 
five years ago one of them 


still brought it up. 

Because of allergies we 
are off both peanuts and 
mayonnaise, but were we 
not, we might still make 
this dish. The second best 
salad we know of is a ripe 
yellow delicious apple and 
mayonnaise and peanuts or 
walnuts.

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Late start creates domino effect for filing taxes 

Tax preparers urge clients to be organized when preparing documents

Headaches often go 
hand-in-hand with the ar¬ 
rival of tax season and the 
2013 filing season looks 
to be a doozy for both 
tax preparers and clients 
alike. 

“The IRS won’t accept 
a return until Jan. 30,” 
said Bob Atwood, owner 
of Atwood Tax Service in 
Liberty. “This is one of the 
latest start seasons that I 
can recall and it’s made a 
headache for us. Some of 
the forms are not going to 
be released until February 
or March.” 

Atwood, who has been 
preparing taxes for 40 
years, said the delay in 
Congress settling the “fis¬ 
cal cliff’ has created a 
domino effect. 

Since Congress didn’t 
meet until January for the 
American Taxpayer Relief 
Act, the Internal Revenue 
Service is currently work¬ 
ing on updating and com¬ 
pleting programming of its 
systems and new forms to 
reflect the tax changes. 

Once that is complete, 
all of the new programs 
and forms will need to be 
updated for the software 
companies with tax-pre¬ 
paring programs. When 
the software companies 
have updated, then tax 
preparers will finally be 
able to file tax returns, At¬ 
wood said. 

“It’s a major thing be¬ 
cause it affects every¬ 


body,” he said. 

Mary Hatfield, owner 
of Hatfield Tax Service in 
Liberty, has already felt 
the effects of the later fil¬ 
ing date with her business. 

“We would be swamped 
at this time of year and 
so far it’s been slow,” she 
said. “It’s really hurting 
tax preparers financially. 
We’ve only had four or 
five returns so far. I have 
never in 37 years seen 
anything like this.” 

Despite the late filing 
date, Hatfield and Atwood 
encourage clients to come 
in as soon as they have all 
the documents they need. 

“We can go ahead and 
do their return — have it 
in the computer system 
and then file at the appro¬ 


priate date,” Atwood said. 
“That helps us space work 
out.” 

When can you file? 

The majority of taxpay¬ 
ers can file — electroni¬ 
cally or on paper — start¬ 
ing Jan. 30. Those who 
will need to wait until late 
February or early March 
will include those with 
tax returns that will claim 
residential energy credits, 
depreciation of property 
or general business cred¬ 
its, Hatfield said. 

The date for when these 
forms will be accepted 
hasn’t been set by the IRS 
yet. 

“It’s going to be a rough 
filing season because of 
all the variables,” Atwood 


said. 

But just like any other 
year, clients have several 
things they should do be¬ 
fore going to a tax pre¬ 
parer. 

Get organized 

“Organization is the 
main thing,” Atwood said, 
adding that being prepared 
with all of their documents 
and information is very 
important. 

“They need to have their 
W2 forms, unemploy¬ 
ment information if they 
were unemployed, interest 
statements and social se¬ 
curity or veterans benefits 
information if they re¬ 
ceived that,” Atwood said. 
“If they are itemizing, they 
need to be sure they have 


their mortgage interest 
statement from the bank.” 

The majority of these 
documents will be avail¬ 
able at the beginning of 
February, he said. 

A box of receipts is not 
organized or prepared, 
Hatfield said. 

“They should add up 
all of their income and 
expenses and write every¬ 
thing down on a piece of 
paper and bring that piece 
of paper to me instead of 
all the receipts,” she said, 
adding that the software 
she uses prints out an or¬ 
ganizer for returning cli¬ 
ents. 

“It displays what they 
had last year on the left 
and has space for them 
to fill in this year on the 
right,” she said. 

Depending on if a per¬ 
son is a new or returning 
client, a copy of last year’s 
tax return could be needed, 
Hatfield said. 

Tax code changes for 2012 

“They didn’t really 
change a lot of the tax 
laws,” Atwood said, add¬ 
ing that due to the delay in 
Congress meeting and the 
discontinuation of some 
tax laws is what has caused 
most of the headache. 

Atwood said there is an 
increase in the standard 
deduction for taxpayers 
— $ 11,900 for married, fil¬ 
ing jointly, and $5,950 for 
a single person and those 
married filing separately. 

The standard mileage 


rate has gone up to 55.5 
cents per mile. Medical 
mileage is 23 cents per 
mile; moving expense is 
23 cents; and charitable 
mileage is 14 cents per 
mile. 

Earned Income Credit 
(EIC) has also gone up 
slightly, Atwood said. 

The maximum EIC in 
2012 for a person with 
no children is $475; one 
child, $3,169; two chil¬ 
dren, $5,236; and three or 
more children is $5,891. 

“The IRS is really get¬ 
ting tough on the Earned 
Income Credit,” Hatfield 
said. “You have to prove 
your income. You can’t 
just come in and say you 
cleaned house for some¬ 
one. You need to bring 
something in writing.” 

Hatfield said the IRS is 
wanting something similar 
to a 10-99 form with the 
name, address and social 
security number of the 
person you worked for and 
a statement and signature 
from them. 

“They need to be very 
cautious and honest in fil¬ 
ing their taxes,” Hatfield 
said. “The IRS is getting 
very strict on their laws, 
especially concerning the 
Earned Income Credit.” 

The due date of the re¬ 
turn is April 15. Hatfield 
predicts there will be a lot 
of extensions filed due to 
the delays.

Preparing for annual income tax season is half the battle 


Now is the time when 
we start thinking about 
filing our income taxes 
from the previous year. 
Even though it’s an annual 
event, it can cause anxiety 
for many. By preparing 
now, you can ease the pro¬ 
cess for yourself and your 
tax preparer. 

The Internal Revenue 
Service tracks everyone 
by their Social Security 
number. Make sure you 
have your number and that 
of your spouses if filing 
jointly, plus the number(s) 
of your dependent(s). In 
addition to your W-2 or 
like form, you want to in¬ 
clude information about 
any interest you earned 
from savings accounts, 
stocks or mutual funds as 
these are also taxable. 

One of the largest de¬ 
ductions many people can 
claim is mortgage interest. 
If you have a mortgage, 
you should get a 1098 form 
from your lender specify¬ 
ing how much interest you 
paid in the last year. You 
will also want to remem¬ 
ber any documentation 
for any additional deduc¬ 
tions you may have, such 
as property taxes paid and 
charitable donations made 
within the past year. Com¬ 
mon forms of documenta¬ 
tion for charitable dona¬ 
tions include a cancelled 
check if you gave a mon¬ 
etary donation or an item¬ 
ized receipt if you donated 
clothes or other goods. 

Your goal should be to 
break even at tax time, 
which means you don’t 
receive a big refund from 
the state or federal govern¬ 
ment or you don’t have to 
write a big check to either 
or both. 

Every year, thousands of 
taxpayers will get refunds. 
While some consider over¬ 
paying in taxes on their 
paycheck a form of forced 
savings, you may want to 
consider how you could

use this money throughout 
the year. The extra money 
could help you with such 
things as building your 
personal savings or emer¬ 
gency fund, making an 
extra house payment or 
paying off debt. To change 
your tax withholding, you 
will need to file a new W-4 
form with your employer. 

Many tax preparers ad¬ 
vertise immediate money 
through tax refund ad¬ 
vance services. However, 
these may not be the best 
idea for many. A fee is 
usually assessed in ex¬ 
change for the quick cash. 
Tax refund advances are 
similar to a payday loan, 
and both are some of the 
most expensive ways to 
borrow money. According 
to the Consumer Action 
website, annual percent¬ 
ages rates can range from 
50 to 500 percent on tax 
refund advances. A tax 
advance refund, or rapid 
refund, is a loan. If for 
some reason your refund 
is less than anticipated, 
you could end up paying 



the difference between 
the two and possibly ad¬ 
ditional fees or interest. 
Perhaps a better way to 
get your refund quickly is 
to electronically file your 
taxes as early as possible 
and have it deposited di¬ 
rectly into your checking 
account. By doing so, you 
could have your refund as 


soon as 10 days later. 

If you owe the IRS 
money this year, you may 
want to consider chang¬ 
ing your withholding sta¬ 
tus with your employer so 
more money can be taken 
out throughout the year, 
so you’re not hit with a 
big payment next year. If 
you owe taxes but don’t

4-H summer camping in 
Kentucky is one of the larg¬ 
est co-educational camping 
programs in the United 
States. All Kentucky pro¬ 
grams are American Camp 
Association-accredited 
camps. 

Kentucky’s camps en¬ 
compass 300 to 1,500 acres 
at four locations. More 
than 8,000 youths ages 9 
to 14 participate each sum¬ 
mer, along with hundreds 
of teen and adult volunteer 
leaders and Cooperative 
Extension agents.

University projects a highlight from session's first week 


As I write to you, I am 
wrapping up the first week 
of the 2013 General As¬ 
sembly Session, 26 more 
days to go. Now, since this 
is a “short” session, when 
we adjourn Friday, we will 
not meet again until Feb. 
5. The time is used to get 
new members, commit¬ 
tee chairman, and newly- 
elected Leadership accli¬ 
mated and everyone back 
up to speed. 

Senate President Rob¬ 
ert Stivers of Manchester 
announced Senate Bill 1 
which is aimed to mak¬ 
ing it easier for deployed 
military to vote. It has not 
been filed yet since staff 
is working to ensure that 
the process for this is as 
secure as possible. I want 
to do whatever I can to 
protect the right to vote 
of our troops abroad but I 
also want to ensure that the 
mechanism is as confiden¬ 
tial as it should be. This is 
an important piece of legis¬ 
lation because without our 
military men and women, 
nothing we do in Frankfort 
would be possible. 

As chairman of the Capi¬ 
tal Projects and Bond Over¬ 
sight Committee, I have 
already been involved in 
various meetings with my 
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staff as well as experts on 
the Legislative Research 
Committee. I have also 
been familiarizing myself 
with the legislative process 
and studying various issues 
that will be coming up. 

One of the highlights 
of the week was the bi¬ 
partisan agreement forged 
by the Governor and the 
leaders of both cham¬ 
bers on university bonded 
projects. I commend the 
universities for defining 
a specific project list and 
developing a business plan 
with a dedicated revenue 
stream. Universities will 
use their own bonds at no 
cost to Kentucky’s General 
Fund to renovate or build 
11 critically-needed build¬ 
ings. I was very pleased to 
learn that the University 
of Kentucky athletics fund 
will build a much-needed 
science center on campus. 
This agreement will be in¬ 
troduced in the House first 
and then come over to the 
Senate where I will have a 


chance to review the legis¬ 
lation. 

I want to keep you as 
informed as possible. Your 
input is not only valued and 
appreciated, it’s genuinely 
needed.

Back to back district 
wins secured the number 
one seed in the 47th district 
for the Casey County Lady 
Rebel basketball team last 
week. 

The Lady Rebels defeat¬ 
ed both Pulaski and Rock¬ 
castle counties last week 
and finish their regular sea¬ 
son district play 5-1. 

“That automatically 
made us the number one 
seed in the district, but we 
still don’t know who we’ll 
have to play in the district,” 
said Coach Randy Salyers. 

The team captured both 
victories in the absence 
of senior forward, Katie 
Douglas, who injured her 
knee during the Lady Reb¬ 
els game against Wayne 
County on Dec. 12. 

vs. Pulaski 

In only their fourth game 
of the season, Casey fell 
to Pulaski County (9-10, 
2-2), 55-48, on Dec. 7. The 
tables turned, however, in 
the teams’ second meet¬ 
ing on Casey’s home court 
when the Lady Rebels won 
56-49. 

Pulaski took the early 
lead, jumping ahead in the 
first quarter and maintain¬ 
ing a four point lead, 15-11, 
at the end of the first eight 
minutes. 

The Lady Maroons 
stretched that lead to 22-16 
before an eight-point streak 
from the Lady Rebels put 
Casey ahead, 24-22 for the 
first time since the opening 
of the game. 

“The key the first half 
was we were down and 
then (Pulaski’s) Brittany 
Warren went out with two 
fouls and we pressed and 
that kind of got us back in 
it,” Salyers said. 

The teams went to the 
locker rooms with Casey 
leading, 25-23, midway 
through the game. 

The third quarter did not 
see much change, but the 
Lady Rebels did stretch 
their lead by two points to 
be up 36-32 heading into 
the fourth quarter. 

It seemed Casey would 
close the game strong when 
they opened the quarter by

outscoring the Lady Ma¬ 
roons 7-0 in the first two 
minutes and bringing their 
lead to 43-32; however, the 
game was far from over. 

Pulaski found its shot 
again, making a 10-1 
comeback against the Lady 
Rebels, and trailed by only 
two, 42-44, with three and 
a half minutes remaining. 

“I think we relaxed a 
little bit and got to stand¬ 
ing around, but at the same 
time, several times we took 
the ball to the basket but 
we’ve got to be able to fin¬ 
ish those shots,” Salyers 
said. 

Fouls became constant, 
as did free throws in the fi¬ 
nal minutes. 

Being sent to the line 
could have been fatal to 
the Lady Rebels, who only 
hit 50 percent of their free 
throws the first half; how¬ 
ever, the team hit 17-of-24 
in the second half, for 71 
percent. 

After coming within two 
points, a score from Lakken 
Miller, followed by four 
consecutive free throws 
from Miller and Callie 
Bastin, Casey stretched the 
lead again, 51-43. 

“Callie come in and gave 
us some great minutes to¬ 


night,” Salyers said. “With 
Katie out, we’ve got to look 
for the next person to step 
up and be ready to play.” 

Casey held off Pulaski 
by scoring 13 points from 
the foul line and maintain¬ 
ing their lead despite the 
Maroons fouling efforts. 

“A win is a win; it was 
just kind of sloppy game,” 
said Salyers, noting the 
high foul count of 45 be¬ 
tween the two teams. They 
totaled for 71 attempted 
free throws, and Casey 
earned 27 of its total points 
from made free throws. 

Miller led scoring with 
20 points, followed by Jas¬ 
mine Johnson who had 13. 

vs. Rockcastle 

With their previous 
meeting only a week in 
the past, and a mere six- 
point victory by Casey, last 
Friday’s district face-off 
against Rockcastle County 
was anybodys game. Casey 
secured their number one 
seed in the 47th District 
with a 54-49 victory. 

Slow to start, Casey let 
Rockcastle take an early 
lead of 13-9 in the first 
quarter. 

The Lady Rebels edged 
their way back to gain a 
two-point lead by the close 
of the half, 23-21. 

“Kind of like the Pulaski 
County (game), their main 
player, (Michaela Hunter) 
got in foul trouble,” Saly¬ 
ers said. “They were up six 
or eight at that time and 
that let us get back in the 


game.” 

The Lady Rockets did 
not stop fighting through 
the second half, but Casey 
managed to push their lead 
a little further each quarter, 
enough to keep their op¬ 
ponent at bay and take the 
five-point win. 

“The second half we 
came out and changed 
our defense a little bit and 
kind of caught them off 
guard and got up five or 
six (points),” said Salyers. 
“Pretty much from the sec¬ 
ond half on we controlled 
the (game).” 

Christin Terry lead the 
team with a double-double 
— 15 points, and 10 re¬ 
bounds. Johnson and Mill¬ 
er both put up 10 points 
apiece. 

Last week’s games con¬ 
clude Casey regular season 
district play, but the other 
three teams are not through 
and official tournament 
seeding is still up in the 
air. 

“Even though we’re the 
number one seed, I think 
this is probably the tight¬ 
est this district has been in 
a long time. I feel like all 
of the teams are pretty even 
right now,” Salyers said. 

Rockcastle and Pulaski 
will face each other a final 
time this Friday. Rockcastle 
previously won, 70-57. Pu¬ 
laski has a second meeting 
with Somerset scheduled 
for Feb. 1. Pulaski won by 
a single point in the teams’ 
first face off, 73-72.

The Rebel basketball 
team closed out regular sea¬ 
son district play last week 
with losses to both Pulaski 
County and Rockcastle 
County. The defeats bring 
the Casey record to 8-11 
and 0-6 in the district. 

“Our players have to 
maintain faith in each oth¬ 
er,” said Coach Darry Bur¬ 
kett. “This is the first really 
tough stretch of adversity 
we’ve had this season, so 
we’ll see what we’re made 
of.” 

vs. Pulaski 

With only four losses so 
far this season, Pulaski (15- 
4, 3-0) dominated the Reb¬ 
els for the second time this 
season when they trumped 
Casey 59-21 on Jan. 15. 

The Rebels began the 
game stronger than the pre¬ 
vious meeting, down 11-7 
four minutes into play, but 
Pulaski outscored Casey 
10-0 in the next four min¬ 
utes to take a 21-7 lead at 
the close of the first quarter. 

The Maroons’ dominance 
only continued, holding the 
Rebels’ scoring to only four 
points in the next quarter 
and taking a 37-11 lead at 
halftime. 

The second half looked 
similar, only the clock ran 
in the final quarter, and Pu¬ 
laski took the 38-point vic¬ 
tory in the end. 

“We’ve played so hard 
on defense all season long, 
but when we struggle offen¬ 
sively, it’s hard to maintain 
our intensity,” Burkett said. 

None of the Rebels 
reached double digits in 
scoring.

It was an early lead and 
a hot three-point streak that 
gave Rockcastle (6-14, 2-3) 
the edge on Casey in their 
meeting on Dec. 11 that 
ended in a 69-58 Rockets’ 
victory. Last Friday was a 
different story when Casey 
lost 58-39. 


“I was very disappointed 
in the Rockcastle game. We 
really took a step back,” 
Burkett said. 

Hot out of the gates, the 
Rockets took a 17-8 lead 
in the first quarter. Their 
momentum continued and 
Rockcastle had a 14-point 
lead by halftime, 31-17. 

“Our kids gave good ef¬ 
fort and they’re still fight¬ 
ing, but we’re really strug¬ 
gling getting five players 
on the same page,” said 
Burkett.“We had turnovers 
against Rockcastle that I 
thought we had quit making 
by this point in the season.” 

Despite a stronger sec¬ 
ond half, the Rebels never 
managed to make a real 
comeback on the Rock¬ 
ets. Casey’s scoring did 
increase, and they slowed 
Rockcastle’s points, but the 
margin continued to grow. 

Hill lead the team with 14 
points, followed by Smith 
who had 12 and Taylor 
Leigh with 11. 

“All three of our front 
line scored double figures, 
but I’ve never had a game 


in my career as a coach 
where we didn’t get any 
points from our guards,” 
Burkett said. 

The Rebels are through 
with district play until the 
47th District tournament in 
February.

for a series of away games.

Free licenses offered to 
first-time youth hunters 


Youths wanting to try 
hunting for the first time can 
collect a free sportsman’s li¬ 
cense at the Kentucky Sport 
Boat and Recreation Show 
at the Lexington Conven¬ 
tion Center from Jan.31- 
Feb.3. 

The offer applies to first¬ 
time hunters between the 
ages of 12-16. Youths must 
have completed a hunter ed¬ 
ucation course. Licenses are 
available at the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources’ booth. 

The youth sportsman’s li¬ 
cense is good for resident or 
non-resident hunters. This 
is a $25 value. The youth 
sportsman’s license includes 
a hunting license, a permit 
for one deer and a permit for 
one turkey. Youths 15 and 


younger do not need a fish¬ 
ing license, trout permit or 
migratory bird permit. 

Only Kentucky residents 
are eligible for an adult 
sportsman’s license. This 
is a $95 value. The sports¬ 
man’s license includes a 
hunting and fishing license, 
spring and fall turkey per¬ 
mits, a deer permit, a state 
waterfowl permit and a trout 
permit. 

Youths should bring their 
course completion certifi¬ 
cate. Youth hunters who have 
not completed their hunter 
education requirements can 
take the classroom portion 
online at fw.ky.gov prior to 
the show. Youths can com¬ 
plete the range work portion 
of the certification at either 
show.

It’s the time of year for 
resolutions that make us 
feel good for a few days 
after making them, but lie 
in the junk heap of our ac¬ 
tions by Valentine’s Day. 

For those who love to 
hunt and fish, a few reso¬ 
lutions for next year that 
should be kept will make 
each hunting or fishing trip 
much better in 2013. 

Bring a good lunch: It is 
amazing how much plan¬ 
ning goes into hunting or 
fishing trips. Buying the 
correct shotshells, replac¬ 
ing shot-through duck 
decoys, searching every 
tackle store within 100 
miles for a card of the jigs 
that fooled the 6-pounder 
last year; these are the 
things hunters and anglers 
routinely do before a trip. 

After all of that trouble 
to get everything in line 
for the special day, many 
hunters and anglers pick 
up their lunch at the conve¬ 
nience store on their way to 
the woods, field or lake. 

Save money and improve 
nutritional value by mak¬ 
ing a good lunch at home 
before leaving on your trip. 
A peanut butter, banana 
and sunflower seed sand¬ 
wich on a firm, whole grain 
bread lasts all day without a 
cooler. Bring along a mix¬ 
ture of nuts in a sandwich 
bag along with some beef 
jerky for a protein boost¬ 
ing snack and some fresh 


fruit. This lunch, instead of 
highly processed mystery 
meats with sugary junk 
food as a side, will give the 
energy needed in late after¬ 
noon when the 7-pounder 
strikes or the 10-pointer 
appears from a thicket near 
your stand. 

Respect those who men¬ 
tor or offer their equip¬ 
ment: When someone 

mentors a hunter or angler 
or loans them equipment, 
they give a gift to the fu¬ 
ture of these arts. Show 
appreciation for the gift by 
offering to buy lunch for 
the mentor or give a small 
gift to those who lent you 
a shotgun or quality fishing 
rod. If someone offers you 
a spot on the back of their 
boat, give them gas money 
or make lunch for both of 
you. With the price of gas 
at or near all time highs, 
a day at the lake quickly 
turns expensive for the 
boat owner. 

A vehicle towing a boat 
gets horrid gas mileage, of¬ 
ten 12 miles per gallon or 
less. This expense in com¬ 
bination with the cost of 
boat gas makes a day at the 
lake easily a three figure 
expense for the boat owner. 
By helping offset this cost, 
you remove some of the 
financial stress on the boat 
owner and move into prime 
position for a return invite. 

Use the winter downtime 
for extensive equipment 
maintenance and repair: 
The stretch of winter from 
the first of January until 
early March usually brings 


a strong bout of cabin fever 
for the hunter or angler. 
Dreary winter days are 
great for the time-consum¬ 
ing major maintenance on 
your rifles, shotguns and 
fishing reels. Completely 
break down and clean your 
shotguns and rifles. The 
trigger assembly often gets 
overlooked during the rou¬ 
tine cleaning of hunting 
season. Take this time to 
disassemble, inspect, clean 
and lubricate the trigger as¬ 
sembly. 

Upgrade fishing equip¬ 
ment with winter clear¬ 
ance sales: This is the best 
time of year to buy a qual¬ 
ity spinning, baitcast or fly 
reel. Manufacturers intro¬ 
ducing new models often 
unload the older models at 
fire sale prices in January 
and February. Check the 
clearance pages on web¬ 
sites of large catalog outfit¬ 
ters and you’ll be surprised 
at the deals you’ll find on 
high end reels and rods. The 
performance difference be¬ 
tween a reel at the low end 
of the market and one from 
the high end is night and 
day. You’ll enjoy the high 
end equipment much more. 
You get what you pay for 
in fishing equipment more 
than any other recreational 
gear. 

Instead of discarding 
your New Year’s Resolu¬ 
tions before spring, use 
these to make your hunt¬ 
ing and fishing trips much 
more productive and en¬ 
joyable in 2013.
